1. NDP LEADER KIM YONG-SAM MET PRIVATELY FOR TWO HOURS 
WITH PRESIDENT PAK AT BLUE HOUSE MORNING MAY 21. 
CONTENTS OF MEETING WERE NOT DISCLOSED EXCEPT FOR 
BRIEF STATEMENT BY BLUE HOUSE SPOKESMAN KIM SONG-CHIN. 
KIM SAID THAT BOTH THE RULING PARTY AND THE OPPOSITION 
HAVE AGREED TO TRANSCEND PARTISAN INTERESTS IN ORDER 
TO OVERCOME UNPRECEDENTED NATIONAL CRISIS. 

SPKESMAN REPORTEDLY SAID TWO LEADERS HAD FRANK 
EXCHANGE OF VIEWS ON OVERALL STATE OF NATION INCLUDING 
PRESENT NATIONAL SECURITY PROBLEMS. 

2. AFTERNOON PRESS GAVE STORY TOP BILLING INCLUDING 
PHOTO OF PAK AND KIM SMILING AND SHAKING HANDS. 

RADIO REPORTS THAT PRESIDENT APPEARED PLEASED AS 
HE ESCORTED KIM TO BLUE HOUSE ENTRANCE. 

3. AS YET THERE HAS BEEN LITTLE PUBLIC OR PRIVATE 
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TALK WITH PRESIDENT IN LATE APRIL (REF A) TIMING 
CAME AS SURPRISE. ASSEMBLYMEN CLOSE TO KIM HAD 
RECENTLY TOLD US THAT THEY DID NOT EXPECT MEETING 
TO TAKE PLACE; NDP FLOOR LEADER KIM HYONG-IL TOLD 
POL COUNS MAY 20 THAT IN VIEW EMERGENCY MEASURE 
NINE HE BELIEVED MEETING TO BE DEAD ISSUE. (PRESS 
REPORTS THAT DRP FLOOR LEADER KIM YONG-TAE INFORMED 
KIM HYONG-IL OF PRESIDENT'S DECISION EVENING MAY 20). 

4. COMMENT: PRESIDENT'S DECISION TO SEE KIM SEEMS 
TO BE GESTURE OF GRATITUDE TO KIM FOR OPPOSITION 
COOPERATION IN SPECIAL NATIONAL ASSEMBLY SESSION 
WHICH ENDED PREVIOUS DAY WITH PASSAGE JOINT SECURITY 
RESOLUTION. PRESIDENT MAY ALSO HAVE BEEN PLEASED WITH 
GENERALLY MODERATE REACTION SO FAR TO EMERGENCY 
MEASURE NINE. ONE GOVERNMENT SOURCE HAS COMMENTED 
THAT MEETING WAS TYPICAL EXAMPLE OF PAR'S ABILITY 
TO SWITCH GEARS RAPIDLY AND MIX TOUGH AND 
CONCILIATORY MEASURES. FINALLY, PAK MAY HAVE 
BELIEVED MEETING WOULD BE VIEWED AS SIGN THAT 
OPPOSITION ACCEPTS ROKG ASSESSMENT OF SECURITY 
THREAT AND MEASURES TO COPE WITH IT. WILL REPORT 
SEPARATELY ON REACTION TO DEVELOPING OPPOSITION - 
GOVERNMENT COOPERATION. 
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
